Shamir to Brussels 
to fight for farm exports 





Jerusalem Piost Reporters 

Foreign Minister Yitzhak Shamir 
is scheduled to return to Europe 
today in. another effort to protect 
Israel's farm exports from the ex- 
pected impact of Spain's entry next 
year into the European Community. 

Shamir returned on February 28 
from a tour of Europe, in which he 
presented Israel's case to European 
leaders. . 

The foreign minister is going to 
Brussels. He is to see EEC commis- 
sioner Claude Cheysson, who is re- 
sponsible for Mediterranean affairs, 
and will try to enlist the aid of 
Belgium Foreign Minister Leo Tin- 
demanns to support Israel's agri- 
cultural exports to Europe. Shamir is 
also expected, to meet Nato 
secretary-general Lord Carrington 
in Brussels. 

The foreign minister recently sent 
letters to several EEC countries re- 
garding Israel's farm exports. 

After his stay in Belgium, Shamir 
is due to fly to Canada to meet Prime 
Minister Brian Mulroney. He will 
^fiscQS'C^nada's intention to send 
troops to Sinai to replace the Austra- 
lian force in the Multinational Force 
and Observers.. 

Regarding his talks with EEC offi- 
cials, Shamir said over the weekend: 
“Aftex having spbkento the political 
level, I want to see the people who 
carry out the policy and find out 
whether they got the instructions the 
political leaders promised to give 
them, and how those instructions are 
being implemented.” 

He added that he is aware that 
Claude Cheysson has expressed 
fears that Israel’s free trade agree- 
ment with the U.S., and its desire for 
special concessions in the EEC as 
well, will hurt European interests. 

“I will point out to him that it has 
nothing to do with the EEC. and that 
European countries all tty to get the 
best deals for themselves, too. As far 
as I know, Cheysson is sympathetic 
to our economic problems and parti- 


cularly to our agricultural prob- 
lems,'* Shamir said. 

In an interview in a Brussels news- 
paper on the eve of his visit . Shamir 
said Israel wiH not negotiate with the 
PLO. even if it accepts UN Resolu- 
tion 242. which recognizes Israel's 
right to exist. 

"The PLO is an obstacle to 
peace,” Shamir told La Uvre Belgi- 
que. 

He also said he was in favour of 
continuing the “iron fist” policy cur- 
rently employed by the IDF in South 
Lebanon. This, said Shamir, is the 
only way to halt terrorist attacks 
against Israeli soldiers. 

Meanwhile, talking on Israel 
Radio yesterday, Shamir said the 
real purpose of Egyptian President 
Hosni Mubarak's peace initiative is 
to legitimize the PLO in the U.S., 
and Israel must do everything in its 
power to prevent the opening of 
negotiations between the Americans 
and the PLO. . 

He said he does not feel obligated 
to expressed opirjon on a comprom- 
ise over the Jordanian-Paiestinian 
delegation because the purpose of 
the talks going on now seems to be to 
readt agreement between the Jorda- 
nians, Palestinians and Egyptians 
not to negotiate peace with Israel . 

He went on: “When Egypt de- 
manded that we withdraw from 
Taba, we proposed that we resort to 
section 7 of the peace treaty which 
talks about negotiations, comprom- 
ise or arbitration. We want Israeli 
sovereignty in Judea and Samaria 
but since the other parties would not 
agree to that and we wanted negotia- 
tions toward peace, we took the risks 
involved in proposing the autonomy 
plan. 

“In the subsequent negotiations, 
our position win be as it is now - 
sovereignty - but the other parties 
can pot their ideas on the table and 
an agreement will have to be 
reached.”

15 officers and men went to the flat 
in their working fatigues with the 
necessary tools and went to work on 
it.” she told The Jerusalem Post. 

A ship's plumber fixed the piping 
and toilet, the crew' pumped out the 
water, scraped the mouldy walls and 
painted them, repaired the broken 
down from door, and took the fami- 
ly's dirty clothing for laundering on 
the ship.

Huge drop in imports, 
trade balance improves

A large decrease in imports last 
month brought down the country's 
trade balance deficit. According to 
figures released overthe weekend by 
the Central Bureau of Statistics, the 
deficit last month totalled SI 52 mil- 
lion, while in January the excess of 
imports of goods over exports had 
amounted to $240 million. 

Imports of goods totalled S580m. 
last mouth. Adjusting for seasonal 
factors, this represents a 25 per cent 
decrease in the level of imports as 
compared with January. 

The change in import figures be- 
tween January and February was 
apparently caused by Package Deal 
I. During January the public went on 
a buying spree before the end of the 
price freeze. Thus, imports for that 
month went up. at the expense of 
imports in February. 

According to the CBS figures on 
February, there was a large drop in 
the import of consumer goods, espe- 
ciallv durables. 

Imports of consumer goods were 


41 per cent less than their level the 
previous month. 

Figures for both months showed 
that since the beginning of the year 
the deficit has totalled $393m. Ad- 
justing for seasonal factors the 
monthly average of the trade gap 
stood at $230m., as compared with 
$186m. in the second half of 1984. 
Nevertheless, the deficit was still 5 
per cent down compared with the 
level registered in January-February 
1984. 

Imports for the first two months of 
the year totalled $268m. According . 
to the bureau, the'.monthly average 
level of imports since the beginning 
of 1985 was very similar to the one 
registered in the second half of 1984. 

The bureau added that during the 
first two months of the year the value 
of consumer durables imported was 
close to that for the same period in 
1984. 

The CBS also said that during 
January and February there was a 17 
per cent drop in the import of private 
cars, which was offset by a rise in the 
purchase of other durables' from 
abroad.

Police quoted investigators as 
saying the car was rigged with 100 
kilograms of explosives. They said 
they could not tell the make of the 
vehicle because it had been reduced 
to twisted hunks of metal. 

The blast left a crater three metres 
deep and five metres across, the 
police said. 

Police also quoted one witness as 
Myipg.xte, vehicle, had been. left. in 
front of a tire shqp by a man who said ;

Friday's bombing was the second 
this year associated with fun- 
damentalist Moslem leaders. 

On February 1, a -car bomb ex- 
ploded outside a mosque in tbe 
northern port dty of Tripoli that was 
newly built by Sheikh Saeed 
Shaaban, leader of the “Tawhid Isa- 
lami” or Islamic Unification Move- 
ment. 

Twelve people were killed and 
more than 50 wounded in that blast. 
But Shaaban was out of the country 
at the time. 

Shaaban 's organization is a Sunni 
Moslem group, while the Hezbollah 
is made up of Sfai'ites. The two main 
branches of Islam split shortly after 
the death of Prophet Mohammed in 
a dispute over who would succeed 
him as leader of the Moslem faith. 

At yesterday’s funerals for the 
victims, thousands of demonstrators 
shook their fists and chanted “Death 
to America, Death to Israel.'* 

Bodies of victims were trans- 
ported by ambulance and pick-up 
trucks from hospital back to the blast 
scene before being buried at the 
Rawdat al-Shabeedein cemetery.

Mubarak in Washington 
to win support for initiative

Egyptian President Hosni Mubar- 
ak yesterday arrived in Washington, 
where he is due to meet with Presi- 
dent Ronald Reagan tomorrow in a 
bid to push forward his current Mid- 
dle East peace initiative. 

Among Mubarak's main objec- 
tives will be to win approval for his 
proposal that the Americans engage 
in a "dialogue" with a joint 
Jordanian-Palestinian delegation as 
a preliminary step to embarking 
upon negotiations with Israel . 

Mubarak's remarks to reporters 
following his meeting with Jordan's 
King Hussein last week indicated 
that be would try to persuade the 
Americans to accept the inclusion of 
moderate PLO members in such a 
delegation. 

While in Paris, where he stopped 
over on his way to the U.S., Mpbar- 


ak met for three hours with French ■ 
President Francois Mitterrand on 
Friday. 

Mubarak told reporters after- 
wards that France had agreed to use 
its influence with Israel and the U.S. 
In a bid to get them to support his 
proposals which, he said, die French 
view as “a step in the right direc- 
tion." 

In . Cairo, meanwhile, Egyptian 
Defence Minister Abdel-Halim 
Abu-Ghazala warned last night that 
the situation in the Middle East 
could become “very dangerous" if 
Washington refused to go along with 
Mubarak's initiative . 

Speaking to reporters after 
attending the opening.of the interna- 
tional trade fair in the Egyptian 
capital, Abu-Ghazala said: “If this 
initiative foils, I believe that the ' 
situation in tbe Middle East will 
become very, very critical

Two militia jeeps with anti- 
aircraft guns on them guarded the 
entrance of the cemetery as the two- 
hour burial got under way. 

At the explosion site, residents 
who had survived the bombing be- 
gan sifting through the remains of 
their apartments. Some threw burnt 
furniture into the street. Civil de- 
fence workers knocked down walls 
of a damaged building to prevent any 
further collapse of the structure. 

Mohammed Ali Jawad, a pharma- 
cist who was in the back of his shop 
across the street when the car bomb 
exploded, described the scene this 
way: “People were screaming, hys- 
terical. People were touching them- 
selves to make sure they weren’i 
wounded.'" 

On one overturned car in the 
street, a sign had been put up thai 
said: “All tbe troubles of the Mos- 
lems come from America - Ayatol- 
lah Khomeini. ”

The 
booth owner again said they had not 
won and added that he had thrown 
the card away. 

The parents complained, to the 
police, who after an investigation 
arrested the booth owner on suspi- 
cion of cheating the girls . (Itim) 


TEL AVIV (Itim). - A Jerusalem 
man who pleaded guilty to smugg- 
ling 197 grams of heroin into Israel 
was sentenced on Friday by the Tel 
Aviv District Court to three years in 
prison. He also received a four-year 
suspended sentence. 

Mordechai Ashkenazi, 27, told 
the court: “I did it of my own free 
will to make easy mon^y, but they 
told me 1 was taking cocaine and not 
heroin and 1 thought that wasn't so 
terrible." 

The prosecution said Ashkenazi 


had received $1,500 for going to 
Amsterdam and bringing the drug '. 

Ashkenazi was caught at Ben- 
Gurion Airport on January 22 with 
bags of heroin tied to his legs. But on 
February 2, when a policeman who 
entered Ashkenazi's cell in the 
Ramie lock-up turned his back, 
Ashkenazi walked out of the cell, 
past the duty officer and out to the 
street, where he flagged down a cab. 
Two weeks later police burst into a 
Petah Tikva apartment where he was 
hiding and recaptured him.

fired in two barrages, killing at least 
19 persons and wounding SO others. 
Four rockets slammed into Khorra- 
mabad early yesterday, killing 110 
persons and wounding more than 
500 others, according to Ima. 

Iran said its forces would retaliate 
by attacking all Iraqi cities except the 
four holy cities of Najaf. Karbala. 
Kazemieh and Samerra, which 
abound with shrines sacred to both 
the Ir anian and' Iraqi Shi'ite Mos- 
lems. 

However. Iraq appeared to be 
trying to pre-empt Iranian retalia- 
tion by a series of air raids on Iranian 
targets along the 1,181km. battle- 
front. 

While the Iraqi communique re- 
ported only what it termed as Iranian 
air raid attempts at Waset and Mis- 
an. Ima said Iraqi jets twice bombed 
Abadan, an oil refining city across 
the Shatt al-Arab waterway from the 
southern Iraqi port of Basra, wound- 
ing at least eight persons and starting 
'fires in some sections of the city. 

Other Iraqi war planes struck at 
Paveh and surrounding villages on 
the northern front. Ima said, adding 
that no casualty or damage reports 
were available. 

A formation of eight Iraqi jets 
later bombed the Iranian cities of 


Gilan-e-Gharb and Sara-e-Pol 
Zahab in the Kurdish-populated 
northwestern province of Bakhtaran 
(formerly Kermanshah), killing four 
persons and wounding several 
others. Ima said. 

Iraqi war planes also flew over 
several Iranian border towns with-, 
out succeeding in making any bomb- 
ing runs. These included Pirran- 
staahr, a small border town in west 
Azasrbaijan province, where an Ira- 
qi air raid on Friday killed 70 persons 
and wounded at least 350 others. 

In Teheran, Iran’s revolutionary 
and spiritual leader Ayatollah 
Ruhollah Khomeini called yesterday 
for continuation of the war and said 
Iran would deliver a final blow 
against its enemy. 

Referring to Iraqi President Sad- 
dam Hussein, Khomeini said “The 
powerful armed forces of Iran have 
gjven Saddam such, a slap on his 
black face that he has lost his head 
and resorted to all sorts of crimes. 

Khomeini gave no indication as to 
when Iran might launch what he 
called the final blow. Diplomats in 
Teheran said it wgs becoming in- 
creasingly likely that Iran would feel 
forced to make a move soon to stop 
the escalating attacks on civilian 
targets by both sides. (AP, Reuter)

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U.S. lawmakers: ‘Keep the temtories’

WASHINGTON. - For the first 
time, a group of 16 U.S. senators and 
representatives has openly coroe out 
in favour of Israel's retaining the 
West Bank and Gaza under any 
circumstances. 

In a letter to President Reagan on 
Thursday, four conservative Repub- 
lican senators, led by Jesse Helms of 
North Carolina, and a dozen con- 
gressmen recommended that the 
U.S. abandon the long-standing con- 
cept of '‘exchanging territories for 
peace." 

The five-page, single-spaced letter 
asked Reagan to “assure Israel that 
the United States will support con- 
tinued Israeli control of the strategic 
areas necessary to its security, in- 
cluding Judea. Samaria. Golan and 
Gaza.” 

Behind the scenes, the letter was 
organized largely by Peter Gold- 
man. executive director of Amer- 
icans for a Safe Israel f Afsi). That 


group has been very active in forging 
ties with conservative lawmakers on 
Capitol Hill, especially those from 
the so-called religious right. 

In addition to Helms, the other 
three Senate signers were Steve 
Svmms of Idaho. Mack Mattingly of 
Georgia and Chic Hechr of Nevada. 
Among the representatives were Re- 
publicans Duncan Hunter of Califor- 
nia. Mickev Edwards of Oklahoma. 
Jack Fields of Texas and Gerald 
Solomon of New York.

Report of Jewish aid to Hitler 
based ‘on old forgery’

Jerusalem Post Correspondent 
LONDON.- - A Soviet allegation 
that a Jfewis'h-owritd- baiik ? 'lefrt 
money to Adolf Hitler four -years 
before he came to power has been 
strongly denied by the London- 
based Institute of Jewish Affairs 
(DA). After extensive research, toe 
DA has proved that the accusation 
was “lifted” by a Soviet historian 
from an old and long-discredited 
forgery. 

The Soviet press agency, Tass, 
published an interview with the 
historian Lev Korneyev on January 
18, in which he claimed that toe 
Amsterdam banking house of Men- 
delssohn and Co. lent Hitler $10,000 
in 1929. Korneyev said this was an 
example of Zionist collaboration 
with fascism which he maintained 
continues today. 

The DA discovered that the story 


first appeared in a pamphlet pub- 
lished in Amsterdam in 1933 under 
toe title “The financial Sources of 
National Socialism:’ Three Con- 
versations with Hitler.” Its author 
was Sidney Warburg, listed as a 
partner in the American bank War- 
burg and Co. 

Die pamphlet said Warburg met 
Hitler in July, 1929 and offered him 
financial support. It went on to sug- 
gest that toe $10,000 contribution 
would be channelled through Men- 
delssohn and Co. in Amsterdam. 

The Dutch -publishers withdrew 
the pamphlet from circulation as 
soon as toe Amsterdam company 
trading under toe name of Warburg 
pointed out that there was in fact no 
U.S. banking house of that name 
and certainly no Warburg. A spokes- 
man for toe DA said that toe author 
of the pamphlet, J.G. Schoup, in- 
vented the whole thing.

U.S. to work for ‘fair’ nukes pact with Soviet 


GENEVA (AP). - The American 
delegation to the U.S.-Soviet nuc- 
lear arras talks arrived in Geneva 
yesterday with its leader. Max 
Kampelman, promising to "thor- 
oughly and responsibly" work for 
fair and equitable agreements. 

Ambassador Kampelman 
warned, however, that differences 
between the U.S. and the Soviet 
Union on the issues of nuclear arms 
are "deep and deeply held... It 
would be folly to expect them to be 
bridged overnight," he said. 

Kampelman, who leads a delega- 
tion of SO to the talks beginning 


Tuesday, said President Rcnald 
Reagan had instructed the delega- 
tion "to spare no effort in seeking to 
negotiate fair and equitable agree- 
ments." 


In preliminary skirmishing over 
arms control in Washington on Fri- 
day,' Reagan debated a top Soviet 
official over the ‘‘Star Ware" prog- 
ramme and the MX missile.

He 
promised that Moscow is ready to 
compromise on an arms control pact 
so that “the people would breathe 
freelv.”

German terrorist bombings *were to support UK miners’ 


BOCHUM, West Germany (AP). - 
Three bombs damaged offices in 
Bochum. Essen and Hamburg early 
Friday, and the left-wing Revolu- 
tionary Cells said the attacks were 
staged to support tbe recent British 
coal miners' strike. 

Police said the blasts, which 
caused considerable damage but no 
injuries, came nearly 12 hours after 
another left-wing terrorist group 
took reponsibility for bombing a 
department store in Dortmund, in- 
juring eight people. 

The Revolutionary Cells, an 
underground group that supports 
the goals of the terrorist Red Army 
Faction, claimed responsibility for 
Friday's bombings in a letter deli-, 
vered to a German news agency in 
Duesseldorf. the agency said. 

The special delivery letter, post- 


marked 8 a.m. Friday from nearby 
Duisburg, described the three 
offices as “grave diggers" of the 
51 -week British coal miners' walk- 
out. which ended without a settle- 
ment last week. 

The offices housing the Ruhr coal 
industry employers in Essen, the 
Wqst German coal miners' union in 
Bochum and a shipping office in 
Hamburg were bombed "so that 
they don't remain completely un- 
punished for profiting from strike 
breaking." the letter said. 

In Bochum, the bomb was slipped 
Through tbe front door mail slot of 
the Industrial Union of Mining and 
Energy. The explosion caused ex- 
tensive damage to a reception desk 
telephone switchboard and a compu- 
ter room, police said. 

The bomb in Essen was placed in 


an electrical switching case near the 
entrance of a building housing the 
General Association of German 
Hard-Coal Mining. Damages were 
minimal, police said. 

In Hamburg, police said a bomb 
exploded behind a building housing 
shipping offices, damaging nearby 
buildings. 


Meanwhile in Doncaster. Englard 


the 1.300 miners at Markham Main 
Colliery, the last mine still on strike 
in union president Arthur ScargiU's 
Yorkshire power base, marched 
symbolically back to work on Friday 
behind a brass band. 

But. rather than clocking on. the 
miners dispersed, saying they would 
return for tbe first shift on Monday, 
The demonstration was peaceful 
throughout. 


Gunmen fail in bid on UK air marshal’s life 


MOENCHENGLADBACH 
(Reuter). - Air Marshal Sir Pat- 
rick HIne, one of Nato’s top offic- 
ers and Britain's Air Force Com- 
mander in West Germany, 
escaped unhurt yesterday when 
gunmen shot at bis car on a 


motorway near here, officials 
said. Tbe gunmen, in a red BMW, 
escaped without trace.

Chilean earthquake damage may reach $lb., says report 


SANTIAGO (AP). - The earth- 
quake that struck Chile four days 
ago may have caused $1 billion in 
damage, according to a preliminary 
report. 


"Damage will very probably reach 
Sib.," said German Molina Morel, 
president of Chile's Construction 
Ministrv. 


The cjuake killed at least 146 peo- 
ple, injured nearly 2,000 and left 
200.000 homeless. 


The damage caused was a severe 
blow to Chile's military regime, 
which is burdened by a S20b. foreign 
debt and foor-year-old economic re- 
cession. 


The government has not yet made' 
a complete estimate of the damage, 
but the Public Works Ministry esti- 
mated that damage to highways, 
bridges and tunnels may be ' S410 
million.

Kandahar! ’ 

Reports of fierce fighting between 
Islamic rebels and Soviet troops 
within 45 kilometres of the Pakistan 
border were corraborated by two 
well-informed resistance sources. 

They said Soviet and pro-Moscow 
Afghan government troops had 
established a set of security posts in 
the Arghistan district midway be- 
tween Kandahar, formerly Afgha- 
nistan's second biggest city, and the 
Pakistan border town of Cham an.

WASHINGTON (AP). - President 
Reagan underwent a complete bat- 
tery of medical tests Friday and a 
checkup on a benign colon growth 
discovered last year. 

Emerging after three hours of 
tests at Bethesda Naval Hospital, 
Reagan, 74. was asked by reporters 


if doctors discovered any problems. 
“Nope," he replied with a grin. He 
said he felt "just fine." 

Results of the tests will not be 
made public until tomorrow or Tues- 
day , said a White House spokesman , 
who described Reagan as "healthy 
as a horse." 


300 World War II mines found in Egypt 


CAIRO lAP). - Authorities have 
ordered the evacuation of an area at 
the Mediterranean town of Matruh 
after 300 live mines left over from 
World War II were discovered, the 
official Middle East News Agency 
reported. 

Police decided to clear the area 
and detonate the mines after investi- 
gators determined they were too 
rusty to be moved, the agency said. 

The mines were found near a 


school and had apparently been 
stored there during the war, the 
agency said without giving further 
details. 

Matruh, 490 kilometres northwest 
of Cairo, was at the heart of fighting 
between Allied and Axis forces that 
swept across North Africa in 1942 
and 1943. 

For a time it was the headquarters 
of German field marshal Erwin 
Rommel. 


Castro keeps mum on ‘collaborators’ in Nicaragua 


MIAMI ( AP). ~ President Fidel Cas- 
tro vowed Friday not to reveal how 
many Cuban advisers he has sent to 
Nicaragua. 

In a speech broadcast by Radio 
Havana and monitored in Miami. 
CastTO accused "imperialists” of ex- 
aggerating the number of “collabor- 
ators" Cuba has sent to the strife- 
tom Central American nation. 

“It has been their habit to multiply 
these figures," he said. “We never 
disclosed figures. We don't have to 


account for how many collaborators 
we have in Nicaragua.”

Creighton developed pulmonary 
edema - fluid in tbe lungs - during 
surgery early Thursday when the 
artificial heart was removed and the 
second heart transplanted. 

Doctors said the fluid in Creight- 
on’s lungs pressured tbe heart and 
forced it to work too hard.

Shulamit Aloni tells WIZO leadership course - 


‘Women’s groups no help in 
getting women into politics

ALL THE leadership training 
courses provided by local women’s 
organizations have not brought one 
woman to the Knesset, to a cabinet 
post or to a judgeship. MK Shulamit 
Aloni told participants in just such a 
course, held recently at Wizo’s 
Rachel Kagan Memorial Leadership 
Training Institute. 

. “Neither MK Geuia Cohen nor I 
got where we are through women s 
organizations." she said . 

“Women's organizations train 
leaders for social and educational 
work, which is very important. But 
the desire to be apolitical keeps you 
out of decision-making on the price 
of eggs in Israel, or the war in 
Lebanon or the fact that women 
judges can get to the Supreme Court 
but cannot sit on the bench, or even 
testify-, in the courts which deal with 
family matters. All those are politic- 
al decisions." 

Added Aloni: “A woman in Israel 
can run a business and employ peo- 
ple. but her husband has to take care 
of her income laxes. That’s a politic- 
al decision which doesn’t even have 
anything to do with the rabbis wlio 
force us to five under laws which 
were perhaps progressive 3.0U0 
years ago." 

She said leadership training 
courses should tram women to stand 
up and be counted, to fight for what 
they believe in even if it means 
swimming against the current. 

“The point is not for every one to 
love you. Things only change when 
one person has the nerve to say they 
can be otherwise.” said Aloni. who 


left the forum early due to poor 
health. 

World Wizo president Raw Yag- 
Jom then defended her turf against 
Aloni. 

“I admire Shulamit Aloni very 
much." she said, "but if she were 
here . I would ask her if those who sit 
in the Knesset help Ethiopian im- 
migrants. or teach women trades, or 
proride day-care so women can go 
out to work." She added that 
although Wizo is nonpartisan, it is by- 
no means apolitical. 

Ariel Adler, head of the depart- 
ment for bridging the social gap at 
Haifa University, said she thinks 
leadership courses for women are 
important, but admits that she is 
worried by the fact that she always 
sees the same faces when she artends 
women's seminars or committees 
dealing with the status of women. 

More efforts should be made to 
reach women in development towns 
and poor neighbourhoods. Adler 
continued, despite the difficulties 
involved. 

“One woman from Hatzor who 
attended one of our courses told me 
that she is convinced, but then asked 
who will convince her husband. 
That’s a problem with which we have 
to deal. 

"Another woman said that she 
alwavs considered herself a leader 
within the family, performing a vital 
function, but our course left her with 
the feeling that she hasn't ‘made it’ if 
she doesn’t work outside the home. 
We can’t run away from that prob- 
lem either." 

Prof. Rivka Bar-Yosef. a 
sociologist at Hebrew University, 
said the problem with women's orga- 
nizations - for women who are in-

Education for equality 



KHETAM ShibK, ayoung (21) Mos- 
lem Bedoin woman from the 
Galilee, knows exactly what she 
■wants for the Arab women of Israel - 
education, and more education, plus 
the right to work outside the home. 
One gets the feeling that Khetam is 
returning to her village after three 
years’ study in Tel Ariv. ready to 
bring about her own style of quiet 
social revolution. 

Khetam spoke in February in ex- 
cellent Hebrew (mastered three 
years ago,) to an overflow crowd of 
some 50 women at the “once a 
month afternoon talk in the library” 
at the Tel Aviv Feminist Centre. 

Khetam remarked on the crowd, 
which was mainly middle-aged, with 
just a few under-30s, noting that “if 
such a talk had been held in my 
vAlage, only much younger women 
would have come." Only the young 
really want change, she said . 

Change in Khetam’s point of view 
is more economic independence, 
which she sees as the direct result of 
education, and the main key to 
equality. Equality in her opinion is 
“the condition of not being com- 
pletely controlled by your husband, 
and getting out of the house when 
you want to." She is not yet prepared 

to challenge gender-determined 
roles within the house or workplace. 


or the entire social mores under 
which she lives. . 

Khetam despairs that the Bedum 
women in the southern part of the 
country “still live in tents, are still 
veUed and don’t know what studying 
is. They know nothing about life, 
she says. In the GalUee. she reports, 
the Beduin women are no longer 
veiled, and the younger women even 
wear slacks. Most have some school- 
ing, she says. .... 

"Our family has been living in the 
Galilee for three generations and in 
our village. Kfar Shibli near Kfar 
Tabor, girls are now finishing prim- 
ary school and quite a number are 
going on to high school or beyond, 
outside the village. Until just a few 
years ago. girls studied only through 
the 4th grade,” she noted. 

Khetam is not a uailblazer. but 
she is one of the few who have gone 
to study in a big city. “I wanted to 
study English and maths, but my 
older brother, who helped me get my 
fathers permission to go to Tel Aviv 
to study, convinced me that I should 
become a teacher of fashion design. I 
am not going back only to teach. I 
am going back to bring change. She 
is the youngest of 10 children, and 
her name in Arabic (like kharima in 
Hebrew) means “the final signa- 
ture." 


terested in getting into politics - is 
that they do not proride the oppor- 
tunities to meet "the right people 
who can help in political advance- 
ment. 

However, she added, these orga- 
nizations can provide an important 
training ground for teaching women 
organizational behaviour, public 
speaking and other skills. 

Research has shown that young 

women with families find it hard to 
become involved in politics while 
their children are small because poli- 
tical activity involves long, irregular 
hours, according to Bar-Yosef. Only 
those women with supportive hus- 
bands - or other family members 
who are willing to share the family 
burden - or with the means to hire 
help, can enter the political arena at 
a voung age. Other women, who try 
to' come In later, are handicapped ■ 
because the men have a head start. 

She said male opposition to 
women in politics should not be 
overlooked in considering the 
reasons why so few wromen "make 
it." A study done in the U.S.. for 
example, showed that the political 
parties ran women in places where 
thev knew they had no real chance to 
win. 

"I am sure Geraldine Ferraro 
would not have been picked as the 
rice-presidential candidate if there 
were real chances that the Demo- 
crats would win." Bar-Yosef noted. 
“Here in Israel, the parties simply 
didn’t give women the representa- 
tion promised to them." 

She said solidarity among women, 
and the willingness to support a 
candidate because she is a woman , is 
important - and is often missing 
here. 


Khetam plans to achieve change 
through the newly-established (in 
December 1984) popularly elected 
village council. She wants to ensure 
that the women are provided with 
nursery schools for their children, as 
well as more opportunities to study 
and work. When Khetam says 
“women" she means all women, old 
as well as young. 

"Today we have no nursery school 
in our village and the Na’amat club 
for women (run by one of her older 
sisters) is very weak." 

Khetam is reticent about discus- 
sing the concept of family honour 
and while she expressed her, dis- . 
agreement with hoqom .killings,, she.., 
nevertheless made known l\er.^ym. 
belief in the need for female punty 
and chastity. 

“Christian Arab villages are 
almost like Jewish villages." she 
notes. “The boys and girls go out 
together and even openly disagree 
with their parents." 

Khetam believes she will have the 
cooperation of the younger^ men. 
“The men over 40 are more difficult 
and the ones in their 40s are torn 
between two worlds. They want 
their daughters to study and get out 
of the house, but they are fearful and 
over-protective." 

Not all Arab women marry, says 
Khetam, although spinsters are rare. 
A woman in Khetam’s village who 
has her own car is single, works and 
“lives her own life. But she doesn’t 
go out with men. 7 ’ 

Khetam is engaged to a village 
boy, “by choice." she says. There is 
no question in her mind that she will 
work after marriage. 

She has strong family ties, and 
goes home every weekend. She has 
no intention of not returning to her 
village as many of the bojjs who have 
gone out to study have ‘done. She 
feels she has a mission to accomplish 
and that her status as an educated 
person accords heT both privilege 
and duty. 

Khetam adds that she “loves Tel 
Aviv and I have seen every part of it, 
but never at night and always in the 
company of girl friends."

U.S. firms propose helicopter, 
radio plants in Saudi Arabia 


BAHRAIN (Reuter). - U.S. firms 
which have won big defence con- 
tracts in Saudi Arabia are proposing 
to manufacture helicopters, military 
radios, electronic components and 
other high-technology goods there, a 
Saudi minister said last week. 

The proposals arc being made 
under a programme by which de- 
fence contract winners must offset a 
portion of the contract value by 
reinvesting in high-technology Saudi 
industry. 

A consortium led by the Boeing 
company two weeks ago won a SI. 18 
billion contract to help set up an 
early warning Saudi defence system 
called Peace Shield. 

General Electric (GEl was chosen 
5eperatci> for a radar contract worth 
an estimated $330 million. 

In written replies to Reuter ques- 
tions. Industry Minister Abduiaziz 
Al-Zamel outlined officially for the 
first rime the offset projects now 
being considered. 

"Projects within the offset prog- 
ramme will produce, if im- 
plemented. helicopters, radios, elec- 
tronic circuit boards, biotechnology- 
rdaied products, medical products 
and lighting lamps." he said. 

Zamel said there would probably 


also be plants to maintain and over- 
haul aircraft and engines, develop 
computer software and conduct elec- 
tronics and power engineering re- 
search. 

The cost of the offset investments 
is expected to be 3$ per cent of the 
cost of technical goods and services 
involved in Peace Shield, but the 
actual amount will depend on financ- 
ing criteria and results of feasibility 
studies, he added. 

A defence industry source said 
figures circulating in Saudi Arabia 
put the Boeing consortium invest- 
ment at about $400m. and GE's at 
about $70m. Saudi companies would 
match the investment as joint ven- 
ture partners. 

Another consortium member, In- 
ternationa] Telephone & Telegraph 
Corp. proposed a facility to produce 
improved crop seed varieties, a plant 
to develop computer software and a 
third to produce digital telecom- 
munications equipment. 

The sources estimated the total 
Peace Shield cost at S3b.-$4b., of 
which about $I.5b. is going to GE 
and the Boeing group. 

The rest will go for less technical 
work and probably not come under 
the offset programme.

EUROPEAN HOTEL MANAGERS 
are to hold a seminar in Israel, the 
first such gathering the group's asso- 
ciation has ever had outside of 
Europe.

Corfu asked to step in to finish TA highway

TEL AVIV. - MK Uriel Lynn of the 
Knesset Road Safety Committee last 
week urged Transport Minister 
Haim Corfu to intervene with the 
Treasury to obtain funds that have 
been allocated for the completion of 
the Avalon expressway, which will 
connect north and south Tel Aviv. 

Lynn pointed out that some $160 
million have already been spent on 
the project and that it is three- 


quarters finished. He said SI. 2m.

Barclays Discount Bank, jointly 
owned by the British Barclays group 
and the Israel Discount Bank, 
announced a net profit for 1984. 
after taxes and adjusted for infla- 
tion. of S3.9 million - more than ten 
times that of 1 9S3. The bank's pro- 
fit and loss statement, which is based 
on inflationary accounting proce- 
dures, as required by the Bank of 
Israel, shows pre-tax operating pro- 
fits up 366% from 1983. to SI 1.1m. 
Of this. S7.2m. was paid in income 
taxes, a rate of 65%. The S3.9m. 
post-tax profit was 16 times the 
equivalent operating profit of 1983, 
but the year's figures were boosted 
by profits from extraordinary items, 
so that 1984’s bottom line ends up 
974% larger than the previous year. 

Barclays Discount's adjusted ba- 
lance sheet shows a 5% fall from the 
$61Gm. at the end of 1983, to S580m. 
at December 31, 1984. According to 
general manager Moshe Neudorfer 
this drop mainly reflects a reduction 
in loans to the diamond sector, in 
which the bank has always been very 
active. 

Deposits from the public grew by 
4%, but deposits from other banks 
fell sharply, also apparently a reflec- 
tion of the cut-back in diamond loans 
both by and through Barclays. 
Shareholders equity grew by the 
amount of the net profit, showing an 
increase of some 20%, to $23.2m. 




In other words. Barclays Discount 
last year earned a net S3. 9m. on a 
capital base of SI 9.36m., making a 
net return on equity (ROE) of 20%. 
In pre-tax terms, the ROE reached 
57%. 

These are remarkable figures by 
any standards, and Neudorfer is - 
not surprisingly - proud of them. 
Apparently the Barclays representa- 
tives on the bank’s board are not too 
unhappy either. 

In fact, the figures are even better 
than they look, because the profits 
noted come after a large set-off to 
reserves for bad and doubtful debts. 
These figures are not included in the 
adjusted profit and loss statement, 
but taking the ratio between nominal 
set-offs to nominal profits and ap- 
plying it to the adjusted figures 
would indicate that a further $6m.- 
S7m. of profits was written off 
against bad debts. This means that 
Barclays Discount actually made 
some $I8m. gross operating profits - 
giving an amazingly high ROE of 
more than 90%. 

Neudorfer himself is somewhat 
taken aback by the scale of this 
success. He admits that the banks 
benefited from huge profit margins 
last year, and attributes much of the 
success to that fact. It would appear, 
however, that Barclays Discount's 
moves to cut staff in late 1983, as well 
as its other cost-cutting measures, 
went deeper and were more effective 
than was the case at its bigger rivals.

Even after the bank’s stunning 
1984 profits, the capital: assets ratio 
is still a relatively low 4%. so that it 
seems likely that Barclays Discount : 
will seek to consolidate rts balance- 
sheet further until it has seen the last 
of its legacy of bad diamond debts^ 
written off. In the meantime, it is 
diversifying rapidly into the most, 
profitable sectors of the economy, 
preparing the ground for renewed 
growth in the future.

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Leumi jumps gun to publish balance sheet

Bank Leumi, the country’s largest 
bank, has announced that it will 
break with tradition and announce 
its 1984 balance sheet and profit- 
and-loss figures before its main riv- 
als. Publication date has been set for 
March 20. 

The time-honoured ritual among 
Israeli banks has been that the smal- 
lest banks publish earliest, with the 
big three - Discount, Hapoalim and 
Leumi - bolding back until the end 
of the queue. This peculiar custom 
bad its origins in a time when large 
institutions really did need a long 
time to process their accounts. 

The coming of computerization 
has long since made nonsense of this 
rationale, but the old habits died 
hard - becoming involved in the 
banks’ self-imposed competition 
over matters of image and prestige. 
Thus the lateness of publication 
came to be a function of size, and 
early publication was seen as a waiv- 
ing of “honour." ... 

Leumi lias finally decided t6 pur * 
this anachronism 'into the grave. The 
bank has completed its accounts, 
including those of all its subsidiaries 


both at home and abroad. Hapoalim 
and Discount win -not be ready for 
several weeks, mainly because they 
have to incorporate their large stake 
in the Clal conglomerate into their 
profit figures, as well as various 
other companies in which they have 
large holdings without actually hav- 
ing control. 

After some hesitation. Leumi’s 
management decided to “swallow its 
pride,” presumably along the lines 
of “publish and be damned.” 
Analysts expect Leumi to show real 
profits of about S20 million for 1984, 
after having made sizable allowances 
for doubtful and bad debts. The 
bank will not pay any taxes for last 
year, since it - like the other big 
banks - carried forward an enor- 


mous Joss from 1983. 

Meanwhile, in a separate develop- ' 
ment, Leumi announced that it has 
applied for Treasury permission to -, 
pay interest on patam. accounts 
dosed for a year after every three or 
six months, according to the custom- 
er's choice, instead of only after the 
full year. This derision comes in the 
wake of the new regulations which 
only allow interest on patam 
accounts if they are held for a full 
year. 

Leumi wants to- increase the flex- 
ibility available to customers within 
the framework of the one-year mini- 
mum. by allowing them to take 
advantage of changing interest' rates 
in the course of their year-long de- 
posit. 


Midland Bank profits pulled down by U.S. branch 


LONDON (Reutei). - Britain's 
Midland Bank yesterday announced 
a 40% fell in profits last year due to 
heavy losses by its Californian sub- 
sidiary. CratdtecBagk. 

' Pre-tax etumings^were down to 
£135 million ($143m.) against 
£225 m. ($239m.) in 1983. 

But Midland, one of Britain's Big 
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Four commercial banks, managed to 
keep its total dividend unchanged 
from last year at 25.5 peace (27 
cents) per share. 

The result was far better , than 
predicted by the gloomiest share 
analysts, bVit it still contrasted stark- 
ly with the 30% jump in profits 
announced Tuesday by National 
Westminster, another of the Big 
I Four. 

NatWest reported pre-tax earn- 
ings of £67Im. ($711m.), a figure 
expected to be equalled when Barc- 
lays Bank reports its 1984 figures 
today. 

Midland's non-Crocker’ profits 
rose by nearly half, to £357m. 
($379m.) in 1984, a performance 
which chairman Sir Ronald Barron 
described as very satisfactory. ■ 

But Crocker, taken over by Mid- 
land in 1980 and rarely out of trouble 
since, made a loss of £222 million. '

TEL AVIV. - The triumphant 
American tour foal has just taken 
Shahar Perkis from 75th to 49th 
place on the Assodation of Tennis ,, 
Professionals world singles rankings, 
started so disastrously that the 
Israeli No. 2 racket was on the verge 
of returning to Israel after compet- 
ing in only one of his scheduled five 
tournaments. 

That event was the U.S. Profes- 
sional Indoor Championships in 
mid-January' in Philadelphia, where 
Perkis succumbed to influenza in the 
minus-20-degree cold snap in which 
foe tournament was held.

6-1. by far my 
worst defeat so far on foe pro-circuit. 

I was so down at heart that I almost 
decided to quit foe tour without even 
crying ro qualify for foe U.S. Nation- 
al Indoor Championships in Mem- 
phis foe following week, as sche- 
duled.” 

Instead, Perkis recuperated in 
sunny Florida and then found him- 
self accepted as the last of the 56 
direct entries in singles in Memphis, 
going on to reach foe quarter-finals. 
Further success followed, culminat- 
ing in his reaching the semi-finals of 
the S375.000 WCT tournament in 
Houston. The likeable Haifa lad 


Perkis is still getting over his sur 
prise at having broken into foe top Si. 
on the ATP computer early in 
March. "In January. 1 set myself the 
top-50 target for the end of the year, 
but expecred it would be very hard to 
achieve at all." he explains. Now his 
goal is to reach the first 30 in the 
world by December. To realize that 
he will, however, have to at last get 
through to the quarter-finals at all 
his tournaments.

ISRAEL has always served as a convenient scapegoat for 
inter-Arab violence. When the different and warring terrorist 
factions send assassins against each other, they automatically 
blame Israel. 

In Lebanon, where assassination, terrorism, and large-scale 
slaughter are a way of life, blaming Israel has also become a 
fixed routine. It was not surprising, therefore, that the 
Lebanese should seek to pin the responsibility for Friday's car 
bomb attack in a Shi'ite neighbourhood in Beirut upon Israel. 
Better that than admit to the western press the truth of Beirut's 
murderous reality. 

However, the contesting communal factions in Lebanon 
know better. They know that it is their own society which is at 
war with itself. Pretending otherwise is not even a self-delusion. 
It is simply a word game, the solace of desperate men who do 
not believe even what they say to themselves. 

What is galling is that the accusation should also be enunci- 
ated by spokesman of the Christian faction. That is not a 
complete surprise to those who never accepted the thesis, 
which was at the heart of the Begin-Sharon war strategy of 
1982, that Israel had a reliable ally in the Phalange and that the 
war should be a way of altering forever Israel's relations with 
Lebanon by installing the Christians to power. 

But for those who truly believed in such a possibility, or those 
who simply were prepared to give it credit because the “people 
who should know" believed it, the present pronouncements of 
official Christian spokesman, from Amin Jemayel on down, are 
jarring indeed. 

Jemayel, whose very position derives from the material 
support Israel gave to his clan, has felt no compunctions in 
encouraging the gunmen of southern Lebanon to attack Israeli 
troops. The fact that Israel has not only announced its 
intentions to withdraw, but is actively engaged in the process of 
withdrawal, does not deter him. Just as the fact that Israel long 
since wiped its hands of any interest in affecting events in 
Beirut, does not deter those who blame Israel for car bombs in 
that chaotic city. 

On the contrary, what seems to have occurred is that the 
withdrawal has stirred some primitive Lebanese lust to attack 
from behind. Apparently an army in process of withdrawal has 
the image in Lebanon of an army in retreat, an army that shows 
its back. It is, therefore, fit target for attack. 

The only problem is that the image is perverted. Israel’s army 
in Lebanon retains its preponderate force. But we do not wish 
to employ it, for there is no benefit to be gained for Israel or the 
Lebanese. Thus, if the troops would not be attacked there 
would be no reason for any use of force. And the withdrawal 
would proceed. 

The real victims of the situation are those farmers and 
villagers in southern Lebanon who would simply like to pursue 
their daily lives in peace. But the factional activists have other 
ends in view. They believe advantage for them lies in the 
pursuit of violence, and the rhetoric of violence. 

Since the logistic requirements of withdrawal and prepara- 
tion of Israel’s northern security arrangements dictate a time 
table, Israel’s army has no choice but to counter violence with 
violence. That is a nasty task which neither the army nor the 
democratic society it serves prefers, involving, as it does, 
measures against a civilian population. 

But for as long as the army is present in Lebanon, and for as 
long as it is a target of attack, there will be no choice. After that 
the Lebanese factions will be welcome to continue to chew up 
each other. And if they blame Israel for their savagery, this 
country will have learned from its Lebanese experience npt to 
bat an eyelash.

^ FEDERAL authorities in 
Tennessee are investigat- 
ing a network of poachers 
who export black bear bladders to 
the Orient foT sexual aid and arthritis 
relief, says a biologist at the Great 
Smoky Mountains National Park. 

Bear poaching has been especially 
acute in California and Rocky 
Mountain states, where buyers pay 
$100 for a single bladder, according 
to biologist Bill Cook. 

“We’re real concerned that the 
market for bears will spread fast,” he 
said. “We haven’t seen that severity 
here yet, but we have seen indica- 
tions that that type of activity is 
going on." 

The demand for bear bladders has 
grown because oriental folk medi- 
cine holds that the bladder, dried 
and ground, increases sex drive and 
relieves the pain of arthritis.

DEPUTY Attorney-General Yebu- 
dit Karp deserves full support for her 
statement to The Jerusalem Post 
•{February 24. 1985), on the need to 
use “the democratic tools we have at 
hand to fight racism." She is also 
completely right when she states that 
not only because of the agreement 
we signed nearly 20 years ago (hut 
that we ratified only a few years 
ago), but because we are Jews, we 
are obligated to do “something" 
about “the immediate and grave 
danger to the state and to its people" 
involved in the racist phenomenon in 
our midst. 

The problem is, unfortunately, 
that the government sees that 
“something” as passing a law in the 
Knesset, but this is not sufficient to 
deal adequately with the problem we 
are confronting. True, the attorney 
general’s office and the Ministry of 
Justice went a long way, in the right 
direction, in a short period of time. 
Attorney General Yitzhak Zamir, 
whose intellectual integrity and de- 
votion to the public interest is 
beyond doubt, admitted recently 
( Ha'aretz , January 18. 1985 ) that his 
assessment concerning the racist 
danger had been wrong. He and 
other prominent Israeli lawyers and 
public figures took, until very re- 
cently, the view that the need to 
preserve freedom of speech and 
freedom of association should pre- 
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THERE IS a national consensus: 
Israel will not talk to the PLO. That 
consensus has always been utter 
nonsense, at’ least for those who do 
not want Israel to become a bina- 
tional state, or, worse still, an apart- 
heid regime. 

But it took the latest initiative of 
Egyptian President Hosni Mubarak, 
following upon the Hussein- Arafat 
agreement, to make everyone who 
counts in Israeli politics declare once 
again that we shall never, never talk 
to the PLO. 

Israel undertook, in the Camp 
David accords, to talk to the Palesti- 
nians about their future. No matter 
that during the seven long and lean 
years of the Likud's reign everything 
possible ?nd impossible was done to 
renege on that commitment and to 
postpone the autonomy talks to the 
Greek calends - the commitment to 
Palestinian participation in any 
negotiations over the future of the 
West Bank and Gaza remains bind- 
ing on any government of Israel. 

The crux of Mubarak's initiative is 
not negotiations with the Jordanian 
king, ft is not a renewal of the peace 
momentum initiated by the late 
Anwar Sadat. It is nor an attempt to 
prod the Americans into pressuring 
Israel to budge from its immobilism, 
and much less is it the public- 
relations ploy as it has been por- 
trayed in Israel. 

The crux of the initative is to get 
Israel to talk to the Palestinians, 
because without talking to them 
there can be no solution ro the 
Palestinian problem, and without a 
solution of the Palestinian problem 
there can be no peace in the Middle 
East. Egypt will not be able to regain 
its leadership of the Arab world and 
its peace with Israel will remain, at 
best, frozen.

THERE IS a cynical rationale in 
trying to speak to such non-PLO 
Palestinians. “Negotiating" with 
Palestinians who do not represent 
anyone except themselves, reaching 
a "settlement" with some carefully 
chosen "notables." only to have it 
rejected by the Palestinians, is a sure 
way for Israel to demonstrate it has 
been concilliatorv. and at the same 


vail over die demand for anti-racist 
legislation. Only a year ago, this 
writer advocated the prohibition of 
racists incitement (“The need for 
laws against racism."

So 
does the traditional Jewish stand 
concerning racism and discrimina- 
tion, as Mrs. Karp rightly pointed 
out in her above-mentioned state-

Israel if such “moderate” Palesti- 
nians could not only be found, but 
also if they could be imbued with the 
power to make agreements that 
would be binding upon their fellow- 
nationals. 

That, however, is not the case. 
There are no doubt many Palesti- 
nians today who are ready to abjure 
terrorism and give up the armed 
struggle against Israel, if only for the 
practical reason that they have come 
to realize that the Palestinians do not 
have the power to vanquish Israel by 
force. 

There are others who may be 
willing to give up the dream of 
returning to Jaffa. Haifa. Lod, Ram- 
la and to the villages and towns 
where they or their forebears were 
born. 

Some may even be willing to share 
Jerusalem with Israel, and a few may 
be prepared to accept - with clen- 
ched teeth - that Israel will hold on 
to territories it considers vital for its 
security. 

Bur no Palestinian, however 
“moderate" in Israeli eyes, will 
waive the right to self-de termination 
- the right to national sovereignty 
over however smalt a homeland of 
their own. And no Palestinian signa- 
ture on any agreement will be bind- 
ing unless it can be seen to satisfy 
Palestinian national aspirations. 

Which Palestinians are we. then, 
to calk to if we really mean to talk to 
any? Shall we talk only to those who 
will not be authorized to speak on 
behalf of their fellow- nationals or. if 
given some sort of ex ante authoriza- 
tion. will be disowned and rejected, 
if not worse . the moment they depart 
from what is acceptable to the PLO. 
which speaks for the majority of the 
Palestinians? 


time ensure that nothing will come of 
such talks. That will make it possible 
to demons fra re to ourselves and to 
the rest of the world that ‘There is 
reaJIy no ODe to talk to.” 

Such a cynical approach wonder- 
fully suits the annexationists, not 
only of the Likud but also those in 
the ranks of Labour. They do not 
really want to talk to any Palesti- 
nians. be they moderate or extrem- 
ist. They do not want a solution of 
the Palestinian problem because to 
this day they do not see that it really 
is the problem of Israel’s existence 
and survival as a democratic Jewish 
nation-state. 

But even our rejectionists dimly 
sense that what Is really at stake is 
the recognition, first and foremost, 
by the Palestinians of Israel's legi- 
timacy and its right to exist. Some- 
how the rights derived from the 
Bible and from history are not quite 
enough for practical politics. That is 
why even a Yitzhak Shamir says that 
if the PLO would abjure the Palesti- 
nian Covenant, with it? aim of des- 
troying Israel as a political entity, 
and if it would turn its back on 
terrorism, then it would no longer be 
the PLO. The implicit inference is 
that it would then be an acceptable 
partner for negotiations. 


THERE ARE, however, Israelis for 
whom the Palestinian problem is the 
problem cf Israel; those who do not 
want Israel to become, in the most 
favourable case, a binational state or 
to remain forever a walled-in for- 
tress surviving from one war to the 
□ext and paying the debts of each 
war in between. They must ask 
themselves today if it makes any 
sense to talk to anyone but to the 
PLO itself. 

Whether we like it or not, it is 
clearly the PLO which alone can 
speak for the Palestinians. True, 
even if we agree to sit down to 
negotiate with official representa- 
tives of the PLO there would be no 
assurance that a settlement reached 
with them would be honoured by all, 
or even most, of the various factions 
in the PLO, or by the rejectionist 
Arab states.

Israel undertook formally to 'frdopt 
immediate and positive measures 
designed to eradicate” all propagan- ‘ 
da and -organizations that attempt 
“to justify 'or promote xadal jiatred , 
and discriramatibn.*’ -We are ex- 
pected to declare an “offence 
punishable by law" all dissemination 
of ideas based on racial superiority 
or hatred, incitement to racial discri-- 
raination and “the provision of any 
assistance to racist acfivities,.includr 
ing the financingthereot ” We have 
agreed to "declare illegal and pith 
hibit organizations, and also orga- 
nized and all other propaganda acti- 
vities. which promote and incite ra- 
cial discrimination and shall recog- 
nize participation in such organiza- 
tions or activities as an offence 
punishable by law." 


In other words, we undertook the 
obligation not to wait, hriffi .racist 
erhnes are committed;- we have- to 
prevent their commission by outlaw- 
ing- racist propaganda ajid > organiza- 
tions. Membership ib stfctioTganiza- 
tions; : and even their financing, 
should be prohibited and nenafized. 

Between these obligations and 
the too modest steps being proposed 
to the Knesset, there is too great a 
gap. It is Ratifying that our highest 
legal officials now recognize that 
they were wrong not so long ago: this 
recognition should be acknowledged 
and applauded. But mew mistakes 
should be avoided. ; .
